The collapse off the British Energ y

LEADING environmentalists fear 
setbacks to the Government’s 
nuclear programme will mean the 
green light for a new coal-fired 
power station at Kingsnorth. 

British Energy rejected a deal that would 
have seen eight of the UKs nuclear power sta¬ 
tions, including Dungeness, sold to the French 
energy company EDF, it was revealed on Friday 

The development will prove a major hurdle to 
plans to build a new generation of nuclear power 
stations - which the Government believes are 
needed to meet future energy demands. 

Today marks the launch of the Climate 
Camp for Action, near the Kingsnorth power 
station on the Hoo peninsula. More than 1,000 
people are expected to attend the week-long 
protest over energy company E.ON’s plans for 
a new coal power station at the site. 

Caroline Lucas, the Green Party’s MEP for 
the South East, is speaking at today’s opening 
rally for the Climate Camp in Rochester. 

She fears E.ON will use EDF’s decision to

press harder for a new coal-powered plant at 
Kingsnorth. 

“It is a lot more likely the Government will 
push even harder behind Kingsnorth power 
station now that the brakes have been put on 
their nuclear plans,” she said. 

“I am deeply concerned because it is a false 
choice. The Government should be asking how 
to shift to a sustainable energy infrastructure 
and away from fossil fuels and nuclear power.” 

If approved, campaigners fear Kingsnorth 
could lead to a new wave of stations fired by 
coal, the fossil fuel that is the highest C02 
emitter of all. 

Dr Geoff Meaden, principal lecturer in geog¬ 
raphy at Canterbury Christ Church 
University, said: “The Government has known 
this crisis has been coming for years. 

“Energy strategies are planned for 25 to 30 
years in advance. 


“That they were doing very little about 
renewables in the last 25 years is scandalous.” 

Dr Meaden said that while in the UK only 
one per cent of our energy comes from renew¬ 
ables, in Germany and Spain the figure is nine 
per cent and in Denmark it is 17 per cent. 

He said the answer was investment in many 
small-scale renewable production plants 
instead of a few large-scale generators. 

Dr Meaden said the breakdown of the EDF 
and British Energy deal demonstrated the 
Government’s reliance on a few energy giants 
and if new nuclear power stations became 
untenable, plans for coal-powered plants 
would be pushed through. 

“The money needed [for nuclear energy] is sig¬ 
nificant, the figure is now £80 million to disman¬ 
tle the existing stations and the Government 
does not want to spend that. 

“It is much easier for the companies to store 
coal and invest in more coal-powered plants,” 
he said. 

Coal produces twice the carbon emissions 
per unit of electricity as gas and leading

Route’s return 


‘massive boost’ 


to hopes for 
town’s growth 


EUROSTAR’S decision to rein¬ 
troduce services between 
Ashford and Brussels has been 
welcomed by passengers and 
politicians who lobbied for the 
return of the route. 

Ashford’s Future, which is responsible 
for delivering regeneration to the borough 
and ambitious growth targets, predicted 
travellers could soon expect to see a 
return of increased services to Paris and 
other destinations on the Continent. 

The town’s International Station had its 
service to the Belgium capital controver¬ 
sially axed last November along with cuts 
to the number of trains running to Paris - 
sparking fury locally. 

Judith Armitt, the former chief execu¬ 
tive of Thames Gateway who became 
managing director of Ashford’s Future in 
June, said: “I think the growth of Ashford 
will strengthen the market to both Paris 
and Brussels and other services beyond 
that. I think in time we can reasonably 
expect the international services to grow 
from Ashford.” 

Essential 

Ashford Borough Council, local MPs and 
passenger groups put pressure on the 
high-speed operator to bring the Brussels 
service back amid fears its loss would 
make Ashford less attractive to investors 
and affect its growth and regeneration. 

Ms Armitt said she was not surprised by 
Eurostar’s announcement on Thursday 
that the service would be returning from 
December 14. 

“We knew that the [passenger] traffic of 
Eurostar was holding up well. 

“We also knew people had been putting 
pressure on Eurostar for a while and we 
were beginning to get a sense they were 
listening to us,” she said. 

The company said the decision came 
after a review of traveller demand follow¬ 
ing the launch of its High Speed 1 servic¬ 
es and the opening of Ebbsfleet 
International last November. 

Passenger numbers on the route 
between London St Pancras and Brussels 
Midi have increased by 30 per cent since

the launch of the high-speed trains and 
Eurostar believed reintroducing the route 
from Ashford had the potential to become 
commercially viable. 

Ms Armitt said: “In terms of the growth 
of Ashford, which will see Ashford eventu¬ 
ally becoming twice its current size, the 
demand for a direct service to Brussels 
and Paris will grow so this [decision] is 
very significant.” 

She said the international services, 
along with the introduction of high-speed 
domestic services from 2009, would bring 
job and investment opportunities in 
Ashford, which will be made more attrac¬ 
tive through ready access to the 
Continent and London. 

Tunde Olatunji, the Kent spokesman for 
Passenger Focus, said: “This decision was 
the right one for the loyal customers who 
have been using Ashford and supporting 
Eurostar for well over 10 years. 

“The passenger campaign to re-instate a 
direct service to Brussels was one of the 
most determined I’ve seen.” 

Cllr Paul Clokie, leader of the council 
and chairman of Ashford Future, said he 
was delighted by Eurostar’s decision and 
said it would be a “massive boost” to the 
development of Ashford as well as the 
regeneration of the whole county. 

Damian Green, the Conservative MP for 
Ashford, said: “The link is essential for 
regeneration and will increase Ashford’s 
ability to attract new business and jobs to 
the region.” 

Richard Brown, chief executive of 
Eurostar, added: “Although we think the 
direct Ashford-Brussels service will be 
loss-making initially, we are prepared to 
take a risk and see if it is possible to build 
up sufficient demand to make it commer¬ 
cially viable. There have been calls for a 
direct service between Ashford and 
Brussels - now we hope travellers will 
show they value it and will use it.”

scientists around the world have spoken out 
against new coal power stations. 

Jim Hanson, the senior climate change sci¬ 
entist at Nasa, wrote to Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown last year calling for a ban, say¬ 
ing the decision on Kingsnorth had “the poten¬ 
tial to influence the future of the planet”. 

Sean Furey, the deputy director of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England (CPRE) 
in Kent, who is also speaking at today’s rally, 
said it was “almost definite” delays to the 
nuclear programme would accelerate the deci¬ 
sion on Kingsnorth in favour of E.ON. 

“The democratic process will go out the win¬ 
dow. If the nuclear side is delayed, from the 
Government’s point of view they have got to 
address the energy problem so they will look to 
coal and get that up and running,” he said. 

Campaigners at the Camp for Climate 
Action believe the way to draw attention to the 
issues of climate change and sustainable ener¬ 
gy is through direct action. They intend to shut 
down the existing power station at the end of 
the week. 

Andy Rogers, a campaigner from Medway, 
said: “If direct action changes the 
Government’s energy policy and could stop a 
potential 10 more coal-powered stations then I 
would stand behind it. 

“It is a peaceful protest, they are there to 
take a message to people about climate 
change, which is one of the most greatly 
ignored issues of our time. It is the biggest 
problem we have ever faced.” 

Kent Police have mounted a huge effort 
against the campaigners’ plans, with more 
than 1,000 officers monitoring the camp, 
marine support from Essex Police and mount¬ 
ed officers from the City of London’s force. 

Hazel Dawe of the Kent Green Party, who will 
also be speaking at the opening rally, said: “The 
Green Party is basically in favour of non-violent 
direct action, it means a push for change. 

“We do not want violence and it is more like¬ 
ly the protesters will be victims.” 

Mr Furey said CPRE did not support direct 
action. 

E.ON spokesman Graham Clarke said the 
company respected the right to protest but con¬ 
demned plans to shut down the power station. 

“If this is the way that Climate Camp want 
their activists to behave then they are showing 
a blatant disregard for their own safety and 
that of others,” he said. 

Kent Police have vowed to keep the power 
station open. Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge said: “While we have a legal 
responsibility to protect the campaigners’ 
right to protest, we also have a responsibility 
to ensure the power station’s economic activity 
can continue. 

“The power station will remain open. We 
have a range of strategies and tactics in place 
to ensure that this is the case.” 

John Hutton, the Business Secretary, said he 
was disappointed talks between British 
Energy and EDF broke down and the deal 
would have been a good way to meet the 
Government’s nuclear ambitions.

Victim of knife 
attack ‘critical’

IT HADN’T really occurred to 
Jaguar fanatic Norman Hicks to 
dress up as a woman.

A fresh storyline continues to unfold next 
week on the soap as womanising shop keep¬ 
er Dev Alahan, played by Jimmi Harkishin, 
is in trouble again after having a one-night 
stand with his friend Prem’s wife. 

He fancied her back in the old days when 
she was a movie star, and jumps at the 
chance when she seduces him. 

Indian film star Nina Mandal, played by 
Harvey Virdi, is expected to glide up and 
down Street in her classic topless Jaguar 
XJS - except the actress can’t drive.

Vicious killers jailed 


A WOMAN and her boyfriend have been 
jailed for life for murdering a man whose 
body has never been found. 

At Maidstone Crown Court, a jury found 
Philipa Hart, 22, and Christopher Graham, 
27, both of Noah’s Ark Road, Dover, guilty of 
killing David Redman. 

Graham will serve a minimum of 20 years 
and Hart will be behind bars for at least 15 
years. They were charged with the murder of 
Mr Redman, 22, of London Road, Dover, on 
September 6, 2007, after he was reported 
missing by a friend in March that year. 

Kent Police issued appeals for information 
in a bid to find Mr Redman, which led the 
investigation to something more sinister. 

Officers found CCTV footage that con¬ 
firmed Mr Redman had been walking to the 
seafront in Dover with Graham and Hart on 
the night he went missing. 

Other footage showed what police believe 
was part of the attack on him, with Hart 
nearby. Later images showed Hart and 
Graham walking away, but Mr Redman was 
nowhere in sight. 

Senior officer Det Chief Insp Jon Bumpus 
said: “Hart and Graham showed scant regard 
for human life. David never had a chance.” 

The jury heard evidence during the seven- 
week trial which claimed Hart and Graham

had lured Mr Redman, who was gay, to Dover 
seafront and had argued with him. 

That had developed into a fight that saw 
Mr Redman beaten and his body disposed of 
in the sea. His body has never been found. 

A forensic scientist told the court that blood 
on Hart and Graham’s clothing showed they 
were close to Mr Redman while he was being 
assaulted. 

Hart and Graham were sentenced on 
Thursday.

have died from mistakes that were made’ 


FAMILIES who lost loved ones in 
the hospital superbug scandal are 
struggling to come to terms with 
the fact that no-one will be prose¬ 
cuted for their deaths. 

At least 90 patients died during two out¬ 
breaks of Clostridium difficile at hospitals in 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells due to a 
series of failures in hygiene, infection control, 
leadership and management, an investiga¬ 
tion by the Healthcare Commission found. 

But after a nine-month review of the 
health watchdog’s report, Kent Police and 
the Health and Safety Executive did not find 
enough evidence to bring criminal charges 
against the trust or any individuals. 

Tony Charlton, whose mother-in-law died 
at Maidstone Hospital after contracting C 
diff following a routine eye operation, said he 
had mixed emotions following Wednesday’s 
announcement. 

“On an emotional level, you feel angry and 
frustrated - that someone should pay for 
what happened,” he said. 

Patients were left to lie in their excrement 
and nurses were too busy to clean their hands 
properly, the commission’s report found. 

Rose Gibb, who was chief executive of 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust at 


the time of the outbreaks between April, 2004, 
and September, 2006, maintained her silence 
over the tragedy many relatives and loved ones 
of those who died hold her responsible for. 

A statement from her partner Mark Rees, 
read: “I am pleased today’s announcement 
confirms what we always knew to be the case. 

“I would suggest that any further ques¬ 
tions should be put to the leadership of the 
NHS and the Secretary of State as they are 
better placed to explain the real underlying 
causes and issues then existing in the whole 
of the NHS. Everything else is a deflection 
from the real issues and further political 
scapegoating of Rose Gibb.” 

Unavoidable 

Mr Charlton reacted angrily to the state¬ 
ment, he said: “What I fear is that Rose Gibb 
will see this as justification and that it 
absolves her of blame. Everyone has to meet 
targets, but it is how you manage them and 
she cultivated a culture of fear. 

“She should never have been allowed to 
resign; she should have been fired for gross 
misconduct. It is the penalty of being at the 
top - you are the one responsible.” 


He said if anyone at the trust should have 
faced criminal inquiries it was Ms Gibb, 
whose leadership, and obsession with getting 
the trust out of debt and meeting Government 
targets was criticised in the commission’s 
report, which was published last October. 

Canterbury solicitor Sarah Harman, who 
is representing more than 20 families who 
lost loved ones in the outbreaks, said she was 
not surprised by the police’s decision not to 
launch a criminal inquiry. 

“My clients are very disappointed,” she said. 
“They feel the law is not really backing them 
up after a series of very avoidable deaths.” 

She said because there were so many people 
involved it would be too hard to prove one 
person was responsible. 

“The relatives are feeling that no-one is 
being held accountable and that is particu¬ 
larly understandable when, like me, they 
have been through the notes of their rela¬ 
tives and seen what happened to them,” Ms 
Harman added. 

Mr Charlton, who has been campaigning 
for hygienic hospitals and better infection 
control practices since his mother-in-law, 
Florence Field, died in May, 2006, said he 


would like to put his anger at the trust 
behind him and move forward. 

“At least 90 people died prematurely,” he 
said. “This is not just an admin error, people 
have died from mistakes that were made, 
and that is what I find difficult to accept. 

“If they did not die in vain and things 
change then some good has come of it. But if 
things do not change it is a tragedy and that 
is my concern.” 

His wife, Brenda, added: ‘We don’t want to 
take money out of the health service [by suing 
the trust]. This outcome is exactly what we 
expected, I don’t think you can pin it on anyone 
person, it is an institutional problem. I don’t 
want the issue to be buried and forgotten.” 

Nigel Ellis, the health watchdog’s head of 
investigations who helped the police with 
their inquiries, said: “Our investigation cata¬ 
logued failures in management and leader¬ 
ship, and practices on the wards that were 
simply unacceptable. Since publishing the 
findings, our focus has been on ensuring that 
this is never allowed to happen again.” 

Police said there was no information in the 
commission’s report to suggest any of the 
deaths amounted to manslaughter. 


Carter will fight 
housing targets 

THE leader of Kent County Council has 
vowed to fight plans to increase house 
building in the South East. 

The Government wants to increase South 
East housing targets to at least 662,500 
homes by 2026. 

But Cllr Paul Carter, who is also chair¬ 
man of the South East England Regional 
Assembly, said: “It is unacceptable to 
increase housing numbers to a level that 
threatens to be undeliverable - particularly 
in the current economic climate. 

“The assembly’s original target of 578,000 
homes was agreed after three years of 
extensive research and consultation. 

“First it was increased by inspectors who 
pushed it up to 640,000 and now we’re 
faced with yet another increase.” 

Government consultation on the plan 
runs until October 24. 


Inspections on 
farm machinery 

FARMERS are being warned to make sure 
tractors, trailers and other mobile equip¬ 
ment is properly maintained. 

In the last five years farm machinery has 
caused 22 major injuries and four deaths in 
the county, and the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) urged farmers to look 
after equipment. 

In the next six to eight weeks the HSE, 
Vehicle and Operator Services Agency and 
Kent Police will be carrying out random 
checks of vehicles in fields and on the roads 
to ensure they are safe. 

HSE principal inspector in Kent, Mike 
Walters said: “From our experience, more 
than 50 per cent of vehicles have been 
found to be unsafe and taken out of use.” 

Agricultural vehicles are not required to 
have an MoT test even if they are being used 
on the public highway, but they must be safe. 


Plans to store explosive 
chemicals are shot down 


COUNCIL bosses have 
rejected an application to 
store 2,500 tonnes of a poten¬ 
tially explosive chemical in 
Medway. 

Planning chiefs issued a 
refusal notice to Arcelor 
Mittal Kent Wire after the 
Health and Safety Executive 
found the Chatham Docks- 
based firm’s request to keep 
such a large quantity of the 
ammonium nitrate com¬ 
pound “poses an unaccept¬ 
able safety risk”. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Medway council issued a 
refusal notice for the applica¬ 


tion under delegated powers 
on the grounds that it poten¬ 
tially poses an unacceptable 
safety risk, it is within a 
flood risk area, and the 
absence of details of 
drainage or for the manage¬ 
ment of potentially polluting 
incidents.” 

Labour councillor Bill 
Esterson, who campaigned 
against Arcelor Mittal’s 
request, said: “I welcome the 
issuing of a refusal notice as 
there are grave concerns 
about the potential danger of 
storing ammonium nitrate 
at the docks. 


“Ammonium nitrate is 
used as fertiliser and would 
cause huge damage to 
marine life if it leaked into 
the river. It is also used in 
explosives and this use has 
caused a lot of concern to 
those living nearby. 

“An explosion of a relative¬ 
ly small amount of ammoni¬ 
um nitrate in Toulouse in 
France killed 31 people.” 

Although Arcelor Mittal was 
unsuccessful in its application, 
the company is still able to 
store up to 1,000 tonnes of 
the chemical without need¬ 
ing council permission.

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Disillusionment with regeneration leads to closure of independent arts press 


Fur flies over death of 
Urban Fox arts project

CONTEMPORARY artists from 
Medway are set to lose an impor¬ 
tant champion as an independent 
press shuts down this weekend. 

Urban Fox Press was created five years ago 
out of a growing frustration with the lack of 
outlets for the area’s painters, writers, poets, 
musicians and photographers. 

Its founder, Dave Wise, said he was inspired 
after discovering that libraries stocked no 
books or CDs by local artists or musicians. 

“The librarian said they didn’t have any - 
none existed as far as she knew. So I decided 
to make some,” he told Kent on Sunday 

Urban Fox has brought together artists 
and musicians from across Medway and 
given them a platform to perform, exhibit 
and have their work published. 

The first book created, The Arts in Medway, 
took six months to produce and covered the 
region’s art and music scene from the 1970s 
to 2003, Mr Wise said. 

But he found that local bookshops would 
not let him promote it in their windows. 

Mr Wise took matters into his own hands 
and started running gigs to promote the book. 

Sales from the first allowed him to produce 
more works and he asked musicians and 
poets to perform at launches to attract more 
customers. 

Billy Childish, the prolific Chatham-based 
artist, musician and writer, was among those 
involved with the press from the start and 
offered some of his experience after working 
in small presses for 30 years running his own 
Hangman Books and Records. 

“I was happy to be of assistance,” he said. 
“But I like when something ends because it 
means something new will begin.” 

He said over the years the press had been 
useful in promoting people who would not 
have had access to being published. 

“Urban Fox worked outside of the local 
council and this is very important, this inde¬ 
pendence. I don’t like the mandate or control. 

“In some ways it is best to have to find your 
own means. It means the people mean it 
more and it comes through and that has gone 



on in Medway because there has never been 
any help. It gives you a certain intensity and 
quality you do not get if it is spoon-fed by the 
council and grants.” 

But now - with Medway undergoing regen¬ 
eration work and seeing large amounts of 
outside investment coming in for housing 
and cultural projects - seems like a strange 
time to be shutting down the press. 

Mr Wise expressed disillusionment and 
concern that the money coming in was not 
benefiting those who already lived there. 

“The longer I stay involved with Medway’s 
creative side the more of its dirty underbelly 
I’m exposed to,” he said. 

“The scams and underhand dealings that 
I’m privy to would make you cry... There’s so 
much money being sent to the region due to 
the regeneration of the Thames Gateway, but 
it rarely actually reaches us, the local people.” 

Asked whether he was concerned that 
regeneration money was filtering through 
Medway without benefit, Mr Childish said: 
“No. I just think they should clear off. 
Regeneration is a misdemeanour; it does not 
do what it says on the tin. 

“The Thames Gateway is the worst thing 
that could happen to the cultural life and the 
historical integrity of the towns. 


“Cities of culture, the Olympics, all these 
things are sold as positives and the idea it is 
going to be a time for everyone to get their 
noses in the trough, but it will be the same 
people and those people do not live in the area 
because they would not want to be among the 
construction, or destruction as I call it.” 

He called regeneration “contemptuous” of 
local people and said developers lacked any 
understanding of community. 

Mr Wise shares Mr Childish’s concerns 
about the destruction of Medway’s 
existing buildings and spaces in the name of 
regeneration. 

Highlights 

He urged people to start up a new communi¬ 
ty art project saying for now he wanted to con¬ 
centrate on his own work, in particular a col¬ 
laboration called the Historical Hillwalkers. 

A trip to St Petersburg to study the writer 
Dostoyevsky, and to the Spanish/Portuguese 
borders to investigate the use of acorns and 
the oak tree in the production of ham, are 
among his plans. 

Mr Wise said the first Medway Festival in 
2003 was one of his Urban Fox highlights 
and with £800 he put on 12 gigs in two weeks 
with musicians and poets including Billy 


Childish and Wolf Howard, who is also one of 
the organisation’s artists. 

“There have been many other little high¬ 
lights,” he said. “Urban Fox reintroduced the 
‘can-do’ attitude that Medway was once 
famous for. 

“You walk down the street in Medway now 
and you see many, many venues advertising 
gigs and exhibitions, which is a welcome 
change to how it was a few years ago, when 
there was hardly anything going on.” 

He said the organisation also funded the 
first all-female writing group in the region - 
the Medway Mermaids who put on regular 
poetry events in local libraries. 

“I think we gave people the confidence to 
say, OK, I don’t have to wait around for some¬ 
body else to put on an event for me, or to pub¬ 
lish me, I’ll go do it myself,” Mr Wise added. 

A spokesman for Medway Council said the 
authority was not aware of any funding for 
regeneration arts projects that had gone 
externally. He said both The Vines project 
and the Museum of Tales had been commis¬ 
sioned locally. 

“Unfortunately we do not have the money in 
our budget to fund projects like Urban Fox, we 
would love it if we did. But we have worked in 
partnership with them in the past,” he added.

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FORMER Formula 1 world 
ace Michael Schumacher 
was involved in an “unbe¬ 
lievable” accident with a 
pedestrian - while he was 
behind the wheel of a van.

Airport - the old Lydd Airport - when 
the accident took place. 

Mr Kingham said: “I was putting 
the security bars up outside the 
garage before going home. I have to 
stand on the edge of the road and 
keep an eye on traffic. 

“Out of nowhere I heard a bang 
from behind me. It spun me round 
and I was thrown forward on to my 
face, hitting the bonnet of a parked 
van. Then I saw a big blue van go by 
and realised they’d hit me. I thought 
I recognised the driver, but my head 
was spinning. 

“He was screaming, What the hell 
were you doing in the road?’ He 
seemed cross, as if I was in the 
wrong. I called the police.” 

Schumacher passed a breath test 
and was quizzed by officers. Mr 
Kingham said: ‘The officers asked me 
to wait in my office while they spoke 
to him. An officer came in and said 
This guy’s claiming to be Michael 
Schumacher’. Then another told us 
she’d seen his ID and it was him. 


“He still didn’t apologise. The 
police realised I wasn’t too injured 
and told us to swap addresses, then 
he just got back in the van and 
drove off without even looking at 
me. He was arrogant. 

“The way I landed was lucky. The 
next day a big bruise came up below 
my knee. 

“I guess it shows once a racing 
driver, always a racing driver. The 
old ladies were probably only doing 
30mph and he fancied his chances.” 

Schumacher retired from FI to a 
mansion in the Alps in 2006 after 
seven world championship title wins. 

His agent said: ‘There was a colli¬ 
sion, but nobody was injured. 
Michael cooperated with police. 
There is nothing else we wish to say.” 

A Kent Police spokesman said: 
‘We were called to a minor collision 
at around 3.45pm on Sunday, July 
27. Officers assessed the situation, 
spoke to the two men at the scene 
and helped them to exchange 
details.”

TWO lethal diseases are threat¬ 
ening to wipe out the county’s 
entire amphibian population. 

That’s the warning of a leading expert on 
frogs, toads and newts from London Zoo. 

Senior scientist Dr Andrew Cunningham 
said chytrid fungus has been found in two 
secret sites in the county, one west and one 
east, in the last two years. 

Both are completely wild areas. 

But more worrying is the apparent rapid 
spread of Ranavirus, which could decimate 
the Britain’s entire amphibian population. 

He said: “There have been reports in Kent 
of people waking up and finding their lawns 
covered in dead frogs. 

“The number of victims is often way in 
excess of what people thought were in their 
gardens. The virus was introduced most like¬ 
ly by people getting rid of exotic amphibian 
pets, which then in turn infected the local 
population. 

“I would urge people not to dump their 
unwanted pets in the countryside, or even 
domestic ponds for that matter. 

“It can have a serious effect on the amphib¬ 
ians already living there and close by.” 

London Zoo has teamed up with the chari¬ 
ty Froglife, which has campaigned for 
amphibian conservation since 1989. 

Spokesman Lucy Benyon said: “It is 
extremely important the amphibian popula¬ 
tion is protected. 

“We are losing literally thousands of frogs 
and toads a year to these two diseases. 


“Now we need people across Kent and the 
rest of the country to check on their frogs 
and toads and report back seeing dead ones, 
particularly if they appear to have skin prob¬ 
lems. It can be very obvious that a frog was 
sick before it died. I would also urge that 
these two diseases have no effect on humans.” 

Teams of volunteers are already out taking 
swabs of frogs they find to analyse any possi¬ 
ble spread of the diseases. 


Dr Cunningham said: “Amphibians are 
being devastated by disease on a global scale, 
but we have only an extremely limited pic¬ 
ture of what is going on in our own backyard. 

“There is a whole range of reasons why 
dead amphibians turn up in gardens and 
many of these are completely normal events. 

“However, during the humid summer 
months we hear numerous reports of unusu¬ 
al frog deaths in gardens.” 


Symptoms include lethargy, thinness or 
unexplained mass-deaths of adults or juve¬ 
nile amphibians. Internal bleeding and open 
skin sores have also been reported. 

Anyone finding unusual amphibian deaths 
are asked to tell Froglife using a report form 
on its website www.froglife.org. 

This information will then be used by the 
Zoological Society of London in its research 
on diseases affecting UK amphibians.

Sunken WWI wreck moved 


A GERMAN U-boat containing the remains 
of 27 crew members that has lain off the 
coast of Dover since 1918 has been moved to 
prevent it becoming a danger to shipping, 
writes Nick Ames. 

The increasing deep draught of vessels 
using the English Channel led to concern 
about the location of U38, which was sunk by 
a mine during a mission to attack Allied 
shipping in World War One. 

It is also close to one of the busy Dover-to- 
Calais ferry lanes. 

Trinity House, which is responsible for 
marking shipping lanes off England and 
Wales, sent divers to investigate the wreck 
and found it at a depth of 77ft, ten feet above 
the minimum clearance depth. 

Maritime contractors have now lifted 


the U-boat off the seabed near the south¬ 
west-bound lane in the Dover Strait and 
placed it about two miles away, in 131ft 
of water. 

Executive chairman Jeremy de Halpert 
said it was the biggest operation Trinity 
House had undertaken in modem times. 

‘We have a statutory duty to ensure that 
waterways within our area of responsibility 
remain safely navigable,” he said. 

The U-boat ran into the minefield while 
trying to flee British destroyers and sank 
with its crew on board close to the Varne 
Bank, according to Titan Maritime, one of the 
contractors. 

The remains of the crewmen are still 
on board and will not be moved because of 
regulations about disturbing war graves.

THE county’s Labour MPs have 
given their unequivocal backing 
to their beleaguered leader, 
Gordon Brown. 

Labour MPs in Kent who responded to a 
request by KOS Media, all say they do not 
want the Prime Minister to stand down. 

There have been claims a possible leader¬ 
ship battle is brewing following the party’s 
disastrous election result in Glasgow East, 
one of their safest seats until it was lost to 
the Scottish National Party 

The SNP overturned a 13,507 majority to 
win by 365, a swing of more than 22 per cent. 

Since then, there have been rumblings of a 
leadership contest, but no firm contenders 
have emerged. 

Deputy Labour leader Harriet Harman 
has deny reports she would be up for the 
fight and foreign secretary David Miliband 
has called for “radical new phases” in 
Labour’s evolution, which some pundits are 
interpreting as a coded statement of intent. 

However, none of Kent’s Labour members 
have said they want Mr Brown to go. 

Mutiny 

Chatham and Aylesford MP Jonathan 
Shaw, a Defra minister, said: “I am a minis¬ 
ter, so I support the Government.” 

Asked if he also stands 100 per cent behind 
the PM, he said: “Of course I do.” 

South Thanet member Stephen Ladyman, 
a vice-chairman of the Labour Party, also 
backed Mr Brown. 

He said: “What we need is to refresh our poli¬ 
cies, get stuck into some hard work and win 
back people’s trust. A mutiny over the leader 
is no way to do that. Twelve months from 
now the economy will be bouncing back and 
the situation will look a whole lot different.” 

Bob Marshall-Andrews, member for 
Medway said: “I am not one of the rebels call¬ 
ing for Mr Brown to go. I support Gordon 
Brown as Prime Minister.” 

Paul Clark, member for Gillingham, said: “I 
am 100 per cent behind Gordon.

“We are obvious going through a difficult 
situation - all of us are facing a difficult time 
in terms of fuel and prices increases.

FOR the last week, Kent soldiers 
have had to contend with every¬ 
thing from a helicopter crash to the 
threat of roadside bombs and 
suicide bombers. 

In searing heat they have attended ‘shuras’ 
- meetings with village elders dressed in 
‘dishdashes’. 

The soldiers were, however, just down the 
road from Stonehenge and the threats were 
not real. The slopes of Salisbury Plain in 
Wiltshire were doubling as Helmand Province 
in southern Afghanistan. 

An ammo compound was turned into the 
Afghan town of Musa Qala, while Horton Bam 
became Forward Operating Base Edinburgh 
and Greenlands Camp was Now Zad. 

Hundreds of soldiers from the Shomcliffe- 
based 2nd Battalion Royal Gurkha Rifles 
(2RGR) and The 1st Battalion The Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment (1PWRR) were 
involved in the huge military exercise, which 
ran from Monday to Friday. 

They were among nearly 6,000 troops train¬ 
ing on Salisbury Plain ahead of being sent to 
Afghanistan as part of 3 Commando Brigade 
this and next month. Supported by 200 vehi¬ 
cles, 20 jets and helicopters, the onus was on 
making the exercise as realistic as possible. 

Lieutenant Colonel Chris Darby, command¬ 
ing officer of 2RGR, said the Gurkhas, who are 
originally from Nepal, would be invaluable in 
Afghanistan. 

As well as cultural links, the Gurkhas know 
Hindu and Pashto, which are spoken by many 
Afghans, he said. 

“They understand the way Afghans live, 
they barter, they come from the same harsh 
environment,” said Lt Col Darby. 

“They understand how difficult it is to be a 
subsistence farmer or to live hand to mouth, 
scraping a living running a very small busi¬ 
ness in town. 

“They are more approachable than your 
average 6ft 4in Brit and as a result your aver¬ 
age Afghan is more relaxed around them.” 

But on top of their ability to put Afghans at 
ease is their fighting reputation, which Lt Col 
Darby described as “second to none”. 

The Gurkhas will be based in Musa Qala 
and their main task will be working with 
Afghan forces to increase security. They will be 
in Afghanistan when fighting is traditionally 
less intense, but Lt Col Darby is under no illu¬ 
sions that their tour will be straightforward. 

“Afghanistan is a dangerous place, there’s no 
doubt about it, but I do believe we are the best 
trained army in the world.” 

The risks of the war-town country were 
brought home in June when the commanding 
officer of the Canterbury-based Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders (5 Scots), Lt Col

David Richmond, was shot in the leg and 
flown back to the UK. 

Lt Col Darby, who has previously served in 
Afghanistan, Iraq, East Timor and Northern 
Ireland, said: “It concentrated my mind on 
the fact that it’s important to all understand 
what you’re going to do before you get there, 
think it through and brief those in your fami¬ 
ly and around you. 

“But the message for me was to make sure 
that my young riflemen understood the dan¬ 
gers. Many of them still haven’t been exposed 
to those dangers, as the older ones of us have.” 

One of the youngest Gurkhas going, 
Rifleman Shyamsunder Tamang, 20, said: “I’m 
really confident with our training.” 

He was one of 230 Nepalese men picked to 
join the British Army 18 months ago. About 
14,000 applied. 

Sergeant Major Kajiman Limbu, 38, won a 
Military Cross for rescuing a wounded 
American lieutenant colonel in Afghanistan 
while under heavy fire in 2003. 

He said he was looking forward to returning 
to the country, but stressed that the Gurkhas 
were not going looking for a fight. 

Sgt Maj Limbu added: “We still will if we 
have to, but our main aim is to establish a safe 
and secure environment for Afghanistan and 
the Afghan people.” 

Around 500 Gurkhas and 170 troops from 
1PWRR, Kent’s county regiment, are being 
sent to Afghanistan for six months.

2007, a period where he was also at school 
and university. 

Mr Conway was ordered to pay some of the 
money back over 12 months, starting in March. 

Now Duncan Borrowman, the Liberal 
Democrat parliamentary candidate for the 
constituency, has condemned the deal. 

He said: “Derek Conway’s younger son 
received £50,000 in pay and pension con¬ 
tributions, even though no evidence was 
ever found that he worked for the money. 

‘Mr Conway also pocketed a £163,000 
windfall from the sale of a property, under¬ 
stood to have been subsidised by the tax¬ 
payer. There are still no answers to ques¬ 
tions as to whether Mr Conway’s other 
son, Henry, did any work for the £32,000 
he was paid.” 

Scandal 

Mr Borrowman, who made a formal com¬ 
plaint to the police about Mr Conway and 
asked the Parliamentary Commissioner 
for Standards to look at Henry Conway’s 
employment, added: “Mr Conway clings on 
to the Old Bexley and Sidcup seat in 
Parliament and will pick up a fat pension 
from taxpayers after the general election, 
but all he is paying back is a derisory 
£13,160 in 12 instalments. 

“If I was him I wouldn’t be able to sleep 
at night with the guilt.” 


Mr Conway was ordered to pay back the 
£13,160 at a rate of £1,096 per month 
stopped out of his monthly pay. 

The scandal led to the Conservative Party 
publishing all their members’ expenses and a 
register is being set up to declare when a 
family member is being paid by an MP. 

In their report on the payments, the 
Standards and Privileges Committee said: “We 
note that Freddie Conway seems to have been 
all but invisible during the period of his 
employment. For the majority of that time he 
was based at Newcastle where he was engaged 
in a full-time degree course at the university. 

“He had little or no contact with his father’s 
office, either in the House or in the constituen¬ 
cy. No record exists of the work he is supposed 
to have carried out, or the hours kept.” 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance said all of the 
money should be instantly paid, plus interest. 

Spokesman Mark Wallace said: “Why 
on earth is this man being given so long to 
pay back the money he wrongly took from 
taxpayers? If all this time his family has had 
the benefit of this money, there should be 
interest that, if gathered up, can be given 
back to us all. It is crazy he is still being paid 
by the taxpayer.” 

Mr Conway told KOS Media: “The arrange¬ 
ment made for me is similar to that for other 
MPs of other political parties. Other than that 
I have no further comments to make.” 


Mimi runs three marathons

AN ULTRA runner from Kent has 
broken the female world record 
from John O’Groats to Land’s End.

“I’m not tired, but it has not real¬ 
ly sunk in yet. It was just fantastic, 
lots of people turned up to see me 
and it was amazing,” she said. 

She said one of the run’s high¬ 
lights was realising she had hit 
her charity target of £10,000, 


which is going to BEAT (Beat 
Eating Disorders). 

Mrs Anderson, who suffered from 
anorexia for 15 years, said she 
wanted to prove that there is life 
after eating disorders and that peo¬ 
ple can go on to do fantastic things. 

She has been an ultra runner, 
taking part in races which are 
longer than the traditional 
marathon distance of 26 miles and 
which often involve extreme cours¬ 
es such as severe weather condi¬ 
tions or rugged terrain, since 1999. 

In October she is heading to 
South Africa to compete in a race 
there.

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Farewell to fencing’s Guv’nor

A FENCING tycoon who 
built his family business 
into a national brand has 
died. 

Ian Jackson, of Stelling Minnis, 
died peacefully on July 26, aged 78, 
after a long illness. Known as the 
Guv’nor, he founded Jacksons 
Fencing with his father, 

Harry Sands Jackson, in 
1947. 

From humble begin¬ 
nings, supplying to farms 
in east Kent, they built 
their business into one of 
the UK’s leading manu¬ 
facturers of fencing. 

Friends say Mr 
Jackson was a larger- 
than-life character with 
great strength and pur¬ 
pose who was liked and respected. 

Born in London, his childhood 
ambition was to become a farmer 
and, at the age of 16, persuaded his 
father, a typesetter with The Times 
newspaper, to uproot the family and 
move to Dover. 

They bought a smallholding to 
start a poultry farm, but the fencing 
stakes and rails they made were soon 
noticed by fellow farmers. Demand 


rose and the family 
shelved the idea of raising 
chickens and started pro¬ 
ducing fencing instead. 

The business grew quickly from its 
base in Kent, fuelled by national 
advertising, the opening of branches 
in Bath and Chester, and referrals 
from customers. 

In the 1980s, while chairman and 
managing director, Mr Jackson 
expanded the business further by 
opening a workshop for making steel 
security fencing and gates. Today the 


company employs more than 250 
people and remains a family busi¬ 
ness. Eldest son Richard is at the 
helm, younger son Peter is on the 
board, and daughter Elizabeth and 
granddaughter Tammy both hold 
key positions. 

Friends say the Guv’nor will be 
remembered with affection for his 
tough, no-nonsense approach and for 
the kindness, consideration and loy¬ 
alty he showed to his staff. 

Customers and the industry will 
remember him as the visionary who 


backed the quality of his products 
and the reputation of his company 
with a revolutionary 25-year guar¬ 
antee. That guarantee is still 
offered today to customers around 
the world including homeowners, 
corporations and even MI6. 

Richard said: “My father was a 
man of great integrity who valued 
honesty and fairness. It was these 
values he applied from his private 
life to his business. It is his legacy 


to my family and remains the cor¬ 
nerstone of Jacksons Fencing.” 

Mr Jackson is survived by his 
wife, Isobel, three children and 
three grandchildren. 

The funeral will be at St John the 
Baptist Church, Mersham, from 
3pm on Monday. The family has 
requested no flowers, but donations 
to the Motor Neurone Disease 
Association, PO Box 246, 
Northampton NN1 2PR.

500 photographs, they would have needed 
payment. Whether it came from the War 
Office rather than local people, historians 
may be able to help with that question,” he 
said. 

The photographs were taken by father 
and son, Charles and Henry Essenhigh- 
Corke. Mr Illingworth said Charles was a 
renowned local photographer and water- 
colourist, who also did work on Knole 
House in Seveonoaks and Hever Castle. His 
son, Henry, was also a brilliant photogra¬ 
pher who made early use of colour in his 
work. 

“Sadly, Henry died in 1919, not because of 
the fighting but because of the influenza 
epidemic which wiped out more people 
than the Great War,” he said. 

“He was not a serviceman himself, but his 
father was in some form of the Home Guard 


and both were obviously very interested in 
what was going on.” During the team’s 
search for the stories behind the portraits, 
two images, of Phillip and William 
Westacott, were found along with an 
address for a farm at Cheveney, near 
Sevenoaks. 

After looking up the address in the phone 
book, Mr Illingworth discovered the 
Westacott family still farmed at the same 
location. 

He found that it was current owner John 
Westacott’s father, William, in one photo¬ 
graph - he was a 2nd lieutenant in the 
Queen’s Own Royal West Kent Regiment - 
and that Phillip, his uncle, was a 2nd lieu¬ 
tenant in the Royal Army Service Corps. 

Phillip Westacott served in Mesopotamia, 
which is now largely modem Iraq. 

The exhibition, Facing the Great War, is 



only part of a larger project spon¬ 
sored by the Their Past Your 
Future programme, aimed at 
helping young people understand 
the legacy of the Great War. 

Mr Illingworth said: “We are 
hoping to get local historians and 
family historians to make this a 
bit of an inter-generational pro¬ 
ject. We hope descendants of the 
servicemen and women can talk 
about the impact the war had on 
their families. 

“There are very few Great War 
soldiers left alive, so it is a part of 
history we have to revive through 
things such as this to make it real 
in the minds of young people.” 

He said the events of World War 
One in the Middle East, particu¬ 
larly in Mesopotamia and the end 
of the Ottoman Empire, could help 
young people understand more 
about the background to the cur¬ 
rent conflict in Iraq. 

The exhibition opens on Friday 
and runs until September 1 at 
Sevenoaks Kaleidoscope Gallery, 
in Buckhurst Lane.

Kent Highway Services has just been highly 
commended for the UK Transport Authority of 
the Year Award at the recent National 
Transport Awards. On top of that, our Fastrack 
Project Manager, David George, won Project 
Leader of the Year at the Passenger Transport 
Management Awards. 

We’ve been recognised for our work on 
managing congestion, improving road safety 
and improving access to key services. 
Although we know that there’s still a lot to be 
done, our results show that we’re already 
making a difference. We’ve reduced the 
number of people killed and seriously injured 
on Kent’s roads by 40% - three years ahead of 
the Government’s deadline. 

Our Traffic Management Centre has led to

Kent Freedom Pass, which will be available 
countywide by June 2009, has also played its 
part in managing congestion by reducing the 
number of ‘parent taxis’ on the road. 

Public transport has benefited from investment 
in new vehicles and more frequent services, 
and the number of people travelling by bus in 
Kent is up by 23% since 2000. 

The Fastrack bus rapid transit service 
between Gravesend, Dartford and Ebbsfleet 
International has made a major difference too 
and David George’s award is testament to 
that. The service has carried over four million 
passengers and surveys indicate 19% of them 
would of previously travelled by car. 

We’re obviously very proud of these 
achievements and, more importantly, 
what they mean for Kent.

The developer provides funding for these 
changes and money is even set aside for 
the long-term maintenance of things like 
landscape planting and traffic signals.

Driving Business Safely 


At Kent Highway Services, we take road safety 
very seriously and that means looking at the 
way we drive on our roads too. Research by the 
Kent and Medway Safety Camera Partnership 
shows that one in four crashes on the road 
involves a vehicle being used for business 
purposes. That makes driving at work one of 
the riskiest work-related activities. 

We’ve recently introduced a new fleet of Kent 
Highway Services vehicles for our highway 
inspectors and on-call engineers to ensure 
they are more visible. We recognise that we 
all have an important role to play as individual 
drivers and that’s why we have recently 
delivered a driver training course to the 


staff who are likely to drive one of these 
fleet vehicles. 

Although all of our drivers are experienced road 
users, the course was specially tailored to teach 
staff about the differences between driving a car 
and driving a van. We also taught them about 
safe loads, speed awareness and various other 
safe driving techniques. 

The course was very well received and 
although the number of work-related road 
crashes involving our staff is very low, we will 
keep using initiatives like this to make sure 
that we keep our roads as safe as possible 
for everyone. 


Most towns in Kent have seen some kind 
of development over the years, and along 
with that, there is usually an adjustment 
to the road network. That’s where we 
come in to make sure that appropriate 
changes are made. 


As part of the planning process, the 
developer is asked to provide an 
assessment of the traffic that will be 
generated by the development. We then 
work with them to agree what changes to 
the road network are required to 
accommodate that extra traffic.

Brothers end up in 
court for fly-tipping 


A MAN has been put behind 
bars after he was caught fly-tip¬ 
ping with his brother. 

The pair were spotted by a 
Kent County Council officer in 
April last year dumping tree 
cuttings from the back of a 
tipper truck around the roads of 
the Bamfield Park area in New 
Ash Green. 

Henry Dunn, 27, and Matthew 
Dunn, 19, both from New Ash 
Green, Sevenoaks, were taken to 
court by Clean Kent’s enforce¬ 
ment team on behalf of 
Sevenoaks District Council. 

At Sevenoaks Magistrates 
Court, both defendants were 


found guilty and were fined 
£250 and each ordered to pay 
costs of £500 and a victim sur¬ 
charge of £15. However, the 
bench agreed that Henry Dunn’s 
fine be commuted into a 28-day 
custodial sentence. 

The case comes as Clean Kent 
marks its fourth anniversary. 

The campaign, a multi-agency 
initiative including all local 
authorities, was launched to 
tackle littering and fly-tipping 
across the county 

Clean Kent says its work has 
helped reduce the number of 
reported cases of fly-tipping by 
35 per cent.

fight overseas, the women ploughed, milked, 
mucked out farm animals and drove tractors. 

Mi ll Bowden, who lives in Tenterden, was 
among 50 women chosen from across the 
country to represent the surviving Land Girls 
at a 10 Downing Street ceremony where they 
met Prime Minister Gordon Brown. 


Hilary Benn, the Secretary of State for the 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs, pre¬ 
sented badges of honour to the women at the 
event last Wednesday. 

‘Mr Brown said he was sorry that we had 
not been recognised before,” Mrs Bowden said. 

“He came round and shook our hands and 
he was a very nice, genuine man to talk to.” 

The 87-year-old worked as a Land Girl in 
Ashford between 1940-50, quickly becoming 
expert in a range of farm skills from milking 
cows to rearing calves and shearing sheep.

She told how as a young woman she would 
be cycling to work as dogfights carried on 
overhead and dooglebugs were flying in. 

Mrs Bowden had mixed feelings about 
finally achieving recognition for her wartime 
efforts on the Home Front. 

She said: “It felt very nice to get a personal 
apology, he was very genuine, but it makes 
the others [previous prime ministers] look 
like they could not care less. 

“We should have had the same as the 
troops, we faced a lot of what they did. 

“Land Girls did not get anything, 
— certainly no gratuity, which was the 
decision of the prime minister at 
the time, Winston Churchill, and prime 
ministers afterwards.” 

She thanked Mr Benn for his work 
towards providing the badges of honour 
and said she enjoyed her day at Downing 
Street. 

Until recently the women were not 
allowed to join the official Remembrance 
Day parade and so in 1995 Mrs Bowden, 
who is the leader of the Women’s Land 
Army and Timber Corps Veterans 
Group, arranged their own ceremony 
at the Cenotaph, which is now held 
every October. 

Surviving members of the Timber 
Corps, or Lumber Jills, will also receive 
the badges. 

Mr Brown said: “The Women’s Land 
Army and Women’s Timber Corps worked 
tirelessly in the war years to keep this 
country going by providing food and sup¬ 
plies and timber for the war effort. 

“Their work was absolutely vital and it 
is right that we thank them now for their 
dedication in the service of their country.” 

Mr Benn said the nation owed a huge 
debt of gratitude to the women. 

“During the dark days of the war their 
contribution was as important as that of 
everyone who served. 

“It’s absolutely right we recognise their 
commitment by the award of the long 
awaited badge and pay tribute to their 
determination, courage and spirit in the 
face of adversity,” he said.

Council’s green 
light for scheme 

PLANS for a new junction on the M20 have 
been backed by Ashford council. It said the 
move would reduce congestion and support 
the expansion of the ‘growth town’. 

The council’s executive agreed to back the 
Highways Agency’s preferred option for the 
proposed new M20 Junction 10a. 

The scheme involves building a new 
roundabout east of the existing Junction 10, 
connecting directly to the A20 Hythe Road 
and a new link back to the A2070. 

A new link road will also provide access 
to the proposed development area at 
Sevington and a new pedestrian/cycle 
bridge will be constructed between 
Kingsford Street and the A20. 

The council also believes the Highways 
Agency should give further consideration to 
increasing the capacity of the A20 between 
J10 and the proposed JlOa, and access to 
the retail/industrial park and Church Road 
from the Barrey Road junction of the A2070.

YOUNGSTERS may be fast learn¬ 
ers, but a new training scheme at 
Buckmore Park hopes to help them 
take the danger out of speed. 

No-one under 17 is allowed to drive on the 
roads, which is where the karting circuit, near 
Chatham, comes in with its under-17 Go 
Driver Training scheme. 

Traffic is a major cause of accidents and 
according to the Department of Transport 18 per 
cent of teenagers are involved in a road accident 
or near miss on their way home from school. 

And a staggering 40 per cent of all road 
fatalities in 2005 were aged 15-25, according to 
DfT statistics. 

This is where driver training for the younger 
ages comes into play, said Buckmore Park. 

Unlike traditional driving lessons, Go Driver 
training is available for youngsters aged 10- 
16, so long as the student reaches a minimum 
height of 4ft lOins. They cost £30 per half hour. 

While some motoring schools offer an intro¬ 
duction to driving for teens aged 15-16, Go 
Driver tries to educate children at a younger 
age by letting them drive at the closed track. 

By allowing youngsters to actually drive a 
car, the aim is to make them more aware of 
road speed and its dangers to pedestrians and 
drivers, said organisers. 

Lessons take place at weekends and during 
school holidays. The scheme uses dual-control 
cars identical to standard instruction cars, 
with qualified driving instructors. 

Buckmore boss, Bill Sisley said: 

“We have been wanting to introduce 
an under-17 driver training school 
for a long time as it will dovetail into 
our junior karting activities. 

‘We have more than 2,000 young¬ 
sters already using the venue and 
this is an ideal follow-on activity. 

“The main advantage of this 
scheme over others is we will offer 
personalised driver training, with 
only one pupil per 30-minute ses¬ 
sion, with the option for youngsters 
to take part in up to three 30-minute 
sessions daily. Youngsters can take 
part from as young as 10 years old.”

And Chris Pullman, Buckmore’s 
operations director, said the training 
will be split into half-hour segments 
with different levels of instruction. 

The first level will cover the most 
basic driving skills such as starting, 
stopping, steering and gear changing. 

Level two will cover hill starts 
and reversing, while level three will 
concentrate on mirror use and sig¬ 
nals, blind spots and advanced 
manoeuvring. 

Go Driver Training owner Ewen 
Merrett, an ex racer, feels the new 
initiative will be a great success. 


He said: “Buckmore is the ideal 
venue and offers a self-contained 
area where the school can be run in 
a safe environment.” 

Circuit supporter John Surtees, a 
former Formula One world champi¬ 
on, is fully behind the scheme. 

He said: “This initiative is good 
news and emphasises my belief we 
should be working more with young 
people to develop their skills in 
preparation for driving on the road 
and possibly on the race track too.”

Drink-driving test h i ghlight s danger 


FOUR young drivers have been 
put through their paces while under 
the influence of alcohol to highlight 
the dangers of drink driving. 

Kent Highway Services (KHS) 
launched its summer drink-driving 
campaign with the experiment to 
remind people that lives are 
wrecked by alcohol all-year-round. 

It also wanted to show the danger 
of driving under the influence of 
alcohol, even if a driver isn’t actually 
over the legal limit. 

The series of tests that were car¬ 
ried out at an off-road site by KHS 
and Kent Police. 

The tests included brake reaction 
times, avoiding hazards and stop¬ 


ping in an emergency. 

To simulate an average night out, 
the drivers were tested in a sober 
state, before repheating an evening’s 
drinking session. 

After drinking the same amount 
of alcohol as they normally would on 
a night out, the drivers were taken 
back to the secure area to re-take the 
same tests in the early hours of 
the morning. 

After just five hours’ sleep - not 
unusual for those partying late and 
working the next day - a third set of 
tests were carried out to demon¬ 
strate the effects of alcohol still in 
the body, coupled with fatigue. 

All of the participating drivers 


showed slower reaction times in the 
second and third set of tests, and 
three of the drivers were not over 
the legal limit. 

Test driver, Peter Dean, 26, said: “It 
was just like a real night out and I 
was really shocked to see how much 
my responses deteriorated. 

“I was actually just under the legal 
limit to drive when I took the second 
tests, but the alcohol in my system 
was clearly having a bad effect on 
my driving.” 

The summer drink-driving cam¬ 
paign will see posters on buses 
around the county, radio advertising 
and leaflets in pubs around the 
county.

HEALTH bosses in west Kent have con¬ 
troversially decided to axe homeopathic 
consultations and treatments, writes 
Jenna Pudelek. 

West Kent Primary Care Trust (PCT) will stop the 
funding next March after an assessment of the impact 
the move would have on current patients. 

Campaigners fighting to save the Tunbridge Wells 
Homeopathic Hospital, which provides the treatments 
and now faces closure in 2009, have reacted angrily to 
the decision. 

After the PCT’s board meeting last Thursday, John 
Cook, chairman of the British Homeopathic Association, 
said: “It is a sad day for patient choice. The PCT decided 
patients will no longer have the right to treatment that 
works. Managers with no experience of homeopathy are 
telling patients, who have been successfully treated by 
doctors at the hospital, that they lose that right to effec¬ 
tive treatment for chronic and long-term conditions.” 

He said the decision goes against the Government’s 
national choice agenda and raised concerns the public 
were not properly involved in the decision. 

Mr Cook plans to take the case to the health watchdog 
and the local strategic health authority, which perform¬ 
ance manages the PCT. 

Supporters of homeopathy, which has 
been used for more than 200 years, say 
it is safe - using natural substances in 
miniscule doses, successfully treating a 
wide range of conditions often after 
conventional medicine has failed. 

Prince Charles is one of the most 
famous advocates of homeopathy and 
other complementary and alternative 
therapies such as herbal remedies and 
acupuncture and has lobbied for them to 
be more widely available on the NHS. 

Homeopaths use a like treats like’ phi¬ 
losophy where illness is treated with a 
medicine that could produce similar 
symptoms in a healthy person. 

The treatment is controversial and its 
efficiency is questioned because the 
homeopathic preparations have been 
through so many stages of dilution that 
it is highly unlikely any single molecules 
of the original substance are left, leading 
many to claim it can produce little more 
than a placebo effect. 

But its supporters believe water may 
have the ability to retain an imprint of 
substances that have been dissolved in it. 

Judicial review 

The PCT said an independent review of 
studies into homeopathy, commissioned 
as part of last year’s public consultation 
on the service, found there was not 
enough proof about the effectiveness of 
the treatments to draw any conclusions. 

The PCT said 80 per cent of GPs 
surveyed did not think homeopathy 
should be provided by the NHS because 
it is unproven. 

After the initial decision to axe home¬ 
opathy was taken in September last 
year, campaigners launched an applica¬ 
tion for a judicial review. 

The PCT’s decision was upheld, but 
the trust was forced to re-examine the 
consultation process before a fresh deci¬ 
sion was returned to the board. The PCT 
said it spends around £200,000 a year on 
homeopathy for 750 patients. 

The board has agreed measures to 
support people who believe homeopathy 
is the only treatment that can reduce 
their symptoms, including working with 
patients to help them become experts at 
managing their own condition. 

A review will also be carried out of all 
services available to people with complex 
long-term conditions to highlight gaps in 
provision and what could be improved. 

“This is something that GPs and the 
PCT’s Clinical Leadership Board, think 
is extremely important,” said West Kent 
PCT medical director Dr James Thallon. 

“Patients who use homeopathy make 
up a tiny number of those who have com¬ 
plex long-term and probably incurable 
conditions. We know there are gaps in 
services for this group and we need to 
identify them so we can improve services.” 

Mr Cook said: ‘We will raise this issue 
with the Healthcare Commission and 
Strategic Health Authority, bodies 
responsible for monitoring the PCT. 

“The matter will also be raised with 
Health Secretary, Alan Johnson.”

Paedophile 
is jailed for 
child porn 
and raping 
schoolgirl 


DISGRACED immigration 
chief Paul Cosier has been put 
behind bars for 10 years after 
a catalogue of sexual abuse 
against children. 

Cosier, 51, from Deal, compiled a 
library of 10,000 paedophile images and 
raped a girl under 13. 

At Canterbury Crown Court he admit¬ 
ted the rape charge and a further 16 
offences of making, possessing and 
distributing pictures over the internet. 

He was trapped by a special 
Metropolitan Police unit that investi¬ 
gates cyber-crime. Detectives looked at 
emails in which Cosier discussed the 
sexual abuse of young children. 

Outwardly, Cosier was a respected sen¬ 
ior immigration officer, but he concealed 
a dark secret. 

Detective Inspector Matthew Long, of 
Kent Police, vowed to hunt down Cosier’s 
associates. 

In all, officers found 11,954 pictures of 
varying brutality. 

DI Long said: “Compiling and distrib¬ 
uting more than 10,000 indecent images 
was clearly not enough for this man. 

“He has continuously interacted with 
other like-minded people and discussed 
the serious sexual abuse of children. 

“Cosier has not only gone on to commit 
serious sexual abuse of a young vulnera¬ 
ble child, but took photographs of this 
horrific act.” 

Cosier was put on the sexual offenders 
register for life and banned from work¬ 
ing with children. 


Fire alert issued

WITH the start of the summer school holi¬ 
days, Kent Fire and Rescue Service has 
urged parents to warn children of the 
dangers of fire and arson. 

Children and young people are believed to 
be responsible for more than two thirds of 
deliberate fires dealt with by the emer¬ 
gency services. 

The penalty for arson with intent to 
endanger life is up to 14 years in prison, 
and up to seven years for arson with intent 
to cause criminal damage.

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THE theft of thousands of blank 
UK passports is the latest in a 
series of “security disasters” to rock 
the Government, according to a 
Tory MP, writes Chris Murphy. 

Damian Green, the member for Ashford, 
said the loss of 24 packets of new passports 
and visa stickers in Oldham, Greater 
Manchester, showed basic safety precautions 
were not being taken. 

The Tory home affairs spokesman rejected 
claims by the Foreign Office that “security fea¬ 
tures” meant the documents were unusable. 

Mr Green said: “This is another in a long line 
of security disasters to hit the Government. 
It follows on from losing 26 million people’s 
benefit details, the top secret files left on a 
train and MoD laptops stolen from cars. 

“It appears extraordinary that basics securi¬ 
ty precautions don’t seem to be taken for 
hugely sensitive items like blank passports.” 

The Foreign Office said “security features”, 
such as embedded chips, made them unusable. 

But Mr Green said: “That’s what the 
Foreign Office is saying, but clearly that’s not 
what the criminals think, otherwise they 
wouldn’t be bothering to steal them. 

“Presumably the criminals will know how 
to put their own data on the passports.” 

At least one thief struck when a van 
stopped at a newsagents in Oldham at about 
6.40am on Monday. 

After the driver got out, a passenger still in 
the vehicle was attacked - suffering head 
and shoulder injuries. The thief drove off 
with the passenger still inside, before stop¬ 
ping a short distance away and escaping. 

A police spokeswoman for Greater 
Manchester Police said: “As soon as he felt 
safe to do so, the man in the passenger seat 
got out to see what had happened and discov¬ 
ered a number of boxes had been stolen.” 

The documents were bound for RAF 
Northolt in north west London, from where 
they were to be delivered to British 
embassies overseas. 

It has been reported that 3,000 passports 
went missing and would fetch around £2.5 
million on the black market. 

A Foreign Office spokeswoman said: “We 
accept this is a serious security breach. It is

Back to basics 


To the average parishioner, the 
CofE’s indulgent navel-gazing 

has rendered the moral basis 

of our society a side issue at a 

crucial time, savs TONY PATEY 


TODAY the Lambeth 
Conference at Canter¬ 
bury draws to a close for 
another decade. 

The headlines, of course, have 
been about a possible split in the 
worldwide Anglican Communion, 
and openly gay bishop Gene 
Robinson. 

But there’s one question to 
which I’d like the answer: what 
has the collective wisdom of our 
Church leaders concluded about 
the urgent need to attract more 
people to parish congregations? 

For most of our churches, and 
the moral framework they sup¬ 
port, it’s not so much an issue of 
split as survival. Not everyone is a 
happy clappy, not everyone is 
‘washed in the Holy Spirit’, and 
not everyone lives in the develop¬ 
ing world. 

Those parts of the Anglican 
community may be thriving and 
growing, but they are not main¬ 
stream to the general beliefs and 
practices of many thousands of 
Church of England worshippers. 

Turning out some old papers 
recently, I came across a letter 
written to the (King’s) Lynn News 
in 1996 by a lapsed Anglican. 

His most telling paragraph was 
this: “The type of folk who have 
served their churches faithfully, 
devoutly, but perhaps quietly and 
unspectacularly over the years, 
feel uncomfortable and forced out 
by pushy Johnny-come-lately sec¬ 
tarians who believe their happy- 
clappy style has to be indulged by 
the Church authorities.” 

I also came across barrister and 


author John Mortimer, described 
as an atheist, writing in the Mail 
on Sunday at Easter, 1995, under 
the headline Even the 
Unbelievers Should go Back to 
Church Today: “How much of the 
Gospels is historical fact or superb 
fiction may be a matter for contin¬ 
ual dispute. What is beyond argu¬ 
ment is that they provide a system 
of ethics to which we must return 
if we are to avoid social disaster.” 

In the decade since, we’ve had 
the great homosexual debate. To 
the average churchgoer, I’d con¬ 
tend this is really a side issue to 
that of survival. 

Gays and lesbians have always 
been part of society, always will 
be. To many heterosexuals that’s 
fine, as long as their lifestyle is 
not promoted as superior to oth¬ 
ers and homosexuals don’t expect 


to use the formal marriage serv¬ 
ice. And if we accept women as 
priests, as the early Christians 
certainly did, then why not as 
bishops? The Rev Dr Werner Pelz, 
who died aged 84 in 2006, said we 
should become “responsive to 
each other’s needs, take responsi¬ 
bility on our shoulders, and help 
others recognise theirs”. Well put. 

Then perhaps we could get 
along with the real matter in 
hand - survival of the tolerant, 
community-based CofE under¬ 
pinned by a moral code which 
itself is the cornerstone of our law. 

With regard to morality, I often 
feel that it is not an issue of 
today’s youngsters ignoring 
morality, but of being remarkably 
restrained. If my generation in 
the 1950s and ’60s had the social 
freedom youngsters have now, I

dread to think what would have 
happened. Many of our parents 
seem to have been part of the first 
modern generation not to see 
Sunday church-going as routine. 

As an only child, I would have 
liked to have gone to church now 
and again. I liked the language of 
the liturgy and church architec¬ 
ture fascinated me. At school we 
had RE lessons and, whether con¬ 
scious of it or not, absorbed a basic 
code of morality. 

Although ethics is taught in 
some schools, RE today tends to 
be comparative, which is fine, but 
there seems to be a lack of study 
about how Christianity formed 
much of our culture and ethics. If 
we took such matters more seri¬ 
ously, I’d venture the view that 
Muslims and Sikhs would have 
more respect for us. 

This is not a call for fundamen¬ 
talism, rather one for relative 
social identity. For churches, 
approachable services, conserva¬ 
tion of architectural heritage and 
tolerance towards other religions, 
would, I hope, follow. Perhaps, 
realistically, later rather than 
sooner - but at least with some 
urgency.

FIAT is enjoying the good life after 
picking up yet another award for 
its reborn 500. 

With a shape derived from the classic 1957- 
75 rear-engined 500 design brought up-to-date 
with tried and tested underpinnings from the 
Panda city car, the latest 500 already has a 
string of awards including the prestigious 
European Car of the Year 2008. 

But the 500 1.2 Pop entry model (£8,100) has 
now picked up the What Car? Best Supermini 
title at the magazine’s first-ever Green Awards, 
though the Ford Focus 1.6 TDCi Style diesel 
scooped the top award across all categories. 

At less than half the price of the £16,300 
Focus though and matching its 119g/km C02 
emissions - qualifying for the lowest payable 
road tax band (B - £35/year) - the Fiat was 
unlucky not to take the overall prize. 

Perhaps it was marked down for averaging 
55.4mpg when the Ford can return 62.7, 
though diesel’s current high price versus 
petrol still argues a strong case for the Fiat 
being the best car for straitened times as well 
as one offering style and image thrown in. 

What Car? editor-in-chief Steve Fowler said: 
“The Fiat 500 is the perfect green city car. 
It’s small, chic and, with an efficient petrol

engine, it’s low on C02 and equally harmful 
local pollutants.” 

Fiat UK’s managing director Andrew 
Humberstone added: “In the current economic 
climate, increasing numbers of customers are 
looking for more environmentally-friendly 
cars that offer greater value for money at the 
fuel pumps. But they must be great to look at 
and enjoyable to drive too. We think we have 
what those people are looking for - and I am 
delighted to see that What Car? judges think 
so too.

WILL closing the doors at the 2008 
Motor Show at ExCel, London, this 
weekend mark the moment when 
Britain’s motorists really started to 
'go green’? 

And are we really driven more by saving fuel 
costs and road tax than by saving the planet? 

Only time will tell, but there was a greater 
enthusiasm for lower emissions and greater 
economy at the show. 

Toyota and Honda led the charge with their 
hybrids and Honda promised a more afford¬ 
able ‘people’s version’ soon, as well as unveil¬ 
ing a gorgeous hybrid roadster concept. 

The Toyota IQ was the world’s most power¬ 
ful carmaker’s answer to urban congestion, 
albeit using a conventional petrol powertrain 
rather than a hybrid - at least, for now. The 
seating is described as 3+1 with the rear seat 
behind the driver suitable only for a child, but 
it looks good and is a potential ‘world car’. It 
arrives here next year. 

Of course, the petrolheads still had plenty

to amuse them: Lotus launched the all-new 
upmarket Evora 2+2, Suzuki had a wicked 
looking low-slung executive model on show, 
Alfa Romeo showed many gorgeous models 
and the cars were not bad either - and

- successor to the legendary Skyline. 

For me though, the star was the all-new 


Vauxhall Insignia. This replacement for the 
Vectra looked even better in the metal after 
all the spy shots and air-brushed pre-launch 
pictures. 

For a start, the wind-cheating body looks 
smaller and lower - more like a four-door 
coupe - and has a distinctive ‘blade’ line 
behind the front wheel. 


Originally scheduled for October, the launch 
seems to be edging nearer the end of the year, 
but many would-be buyers and company car 
‘user choosers’ will be happy to wait for a car 
expected to take the Vauxhall brand upmarket. 

But how long before relatively convention¬ 
al cars like this have a completely new eco 
powertrain?

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Swedish connection 
in Moovera merger

A SWEDISH pioneer of on-train 
internet services has taken over an 
award-winning Kent-based mobile 
wi-fi company in a deal creating 
the world’s biggest in-vehicle 
provider of net technologies. 

Gothenburg-based Icomera has snapped up 
Moovera Networks, which provides net access 
for passengers on buses, coaches and trains 
and is based at Kent Science Park, near 
Sittingboume. 

The park will now be home to the UK oper¬ 
ations of Icomera, whose systems are in daily 
operation on more than 130 inter-city 
and commuter trains in the UK and Sweden, 
and takes the company’s workforce to more 
than 40. 

Jim Baker, chief executive officer and 
founder of Moovera, and now chief marketing 
officer at Icomera, said: “We expect to be ramp¬ 
ing up our UK operations over the next two 


years as demand for our broadband gateway 
devices grows worldwide. 

“We intend to develop our manufacturing 
facilities on site rather than outsource, which 
will lead to an expansion of our workforce 
drawing on local resources.” 

At the science park there are nine employees 
and that will increase to more than 20 over the 
next two years. 

“For some time now the two companies have 
been addressing the same markets from dif¬ 
ferent directions. 

“While Icomera has focused on sophisticated 


and complex rail systems, we have been tar¬ 
geting the broader market for internet connec¬ 
tivity on road transport and outdoor networks. 

“Many of the world’s largest transport oper¬ 
ators own both rail and bus networks and are 
already deploying Icomera and Moovera serv¬ 
ices. The merger of our businesses will create 
a single supplier with the best possible range 
of services for customers worldwide.” 

Moovera has already developed good rela¬ 
tionships with Kent-based suppliers of elec¬ 
tronic components and subcontract metal¬ 
work, especially in Medway, and its expansion 


is expected to benefit other local companies. 

Ola Sjolin, Icomera’s chief executive officer, 
said: “The market for internet connectivity on 
public transport is developing at a rapid pace. 
Whether for wi-fi hotspots, CCTV monitoring, 
vehicle tracking or streaming entertainment, 
real-time connections to buses and trains are 
increasingly in demand.” 

Icomera, set up in 1999, will adopt the 
Moovbox brand for its new combined product 
line and adopt two-year-old Moovera’s world¬ 
wide network of partners who sell and support 
Moovbox systems in their regional markets. 


Hornby’s solid platform can weather the storm 



HORNBY, the Margate-based 
international models and col¬ 
lectibles group which includes 
Airfix, Scalextric and now Corgi, 
should weather economic storms 
better than most because hobbies 
tend to be recession-proof. 

That’s the message from chair¬ 
man Neil Johnson, who told share¬ 
holders at the firm’s annual gener¬ 
al meeting this week: “Our busi¬ 
nesses in the UK, mainland 
Europe and the USA continue to 
experience good demand. 

“Sales to consumers via our net¬ 
work of concessions and retail cus¬ 
tomers have been encouraging and 
have held up well in a challenging 
retail environment. 

“Our order intake across the 
group has been higher compared 


with the prior year, on a like-for- 
like basis. In the UK, our product 
listings with retailers are stronger 
than last year. We have a good 
product pipeline driven by licences 
such as James Bond and McLaren. 

“Much will depend upon con¬ 
sumer confidence and the robust¬ 
ness of demand in the pre- 


Christmas period in determining 
the overall result for the year. 

“Historically, hobby products 
have performed relatively well in 
times of uncertainty. The main 
European markets are experienc¬ 
ing more favourable conditions, 
providing balance to our business.” 

He said acquisition of the Airfix 


and Humbrol brands in 2006 had 
been “very successful” and the £7.5 
million takeover of Corgi in April is 
“proceeding according to plan” 
although “given the inevitable 
time-lag between buying the Corgi 
assets and receiving supplies of 
new products from China, earnings 
will be adversely affected in the 


first half of the financial year”. 

The firm has taken steps to sort 
out last year’s model railway sup¬ 
ply hiccups in Europe but problems 
remain, mainly because suppliers 
are facing rising costs. 

Mr Johnson said it has revised its 
agreement with its main Chinese 
supplier, which means it will be 
paying up to £lm more this finan¬ 
cial year, but he concluded: ‘We are 
in a good position to continue to 
build our business.” 

The annual report shows profit 
before tax in the 12 months ending 
in March rose by three per cent to 
£8.4m; the firm gave £10,000 to 
Margate’s Theatre Royal; and the 
total pay package for chief execu¬ 
tive Frank Martin went up by 
three-quarters to £458,275.

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Stones roll away from EMI 


DARTFORD boy-done-good Sir Mick Jagger 
last weekend became eligible for his old-age 
pension - and a lucrative new recording 
contract as he waved goodbye to Sevenoaks 
boy-done-good Guy Hands, who had tried to 
keep Sir Mick with his recording company. 

Sir Mick, along with the other Rolling Stones, 
walked out on EMI after a 30-year partnership 
for a worldwide contract with rival Universal 
Music carrying a £7.5 milli on advance. 

It was a big blow to millionaire Mr Hands, 
whose London-based private equity group 
Terra Firma bought EMI in a £4 billion deal 
last year, because he personally tried to keep 
the Stones on board. 

The firm has already faced a lot of criticism 
from other artists on its books and it will 
now certainly have a harder time keeping 
other big bands within the fold, and a tougher 


time attracting new signings to the label. 

However, the Stones’ exit is more a blow to 
EMI’s ego and image within the industry 
rather than its pocket. 

The general feeling in the City is that the 
mega rock ‘n’ roll group does make money - 
but mainly for themselves through touring 
and spin-offs. 

The key loss for EMI will be the transfer to 
Universal of the Stones’ lucrative post-1971 
catalogue which includes albums such as 
Exile on Main Street and Sticky Fingers. The 
back catalogue sold 300,000 albums last year. 

Mr Hands has taken a hard-headed 
approach to running EMI since the takeover 
- basically carefully monitoring spending 
rather than sanctioning such activities as 
dishing out multi-million dollar advances to 
new talent.

Action groups 
leading the way 
to prosperity 


FARMERS, foresters, growers and 
rural businesses and communities 
in Kent can apply for a share of a 
new £27 million programme 
aimed at helping to revitalise and 
support rural businesses. 

The so-called Leader programme is a 
source of funds from the EU and the Depart¬ 
ment for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (Defra), through the Rural Develop¬ 
ment Programme for England, and led by the 
South East England Development Agency 
(Seeda). 

The funding will be distributed directly to 
13 Local Action Groups and each will receive 
between £1.6m and £2.6m for the period 2008 
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to 2013. The local groups will decide where 
the share of the money goes, to ensure it fits 
local priorities. Each project can receive a 
grant of up to £50,000. 

Seeda’s director for sustainable prosperity, 
Oona Muirhead, said: “Leader is a locally-led 
approach which will support a range of 
schemes to create wealth in rural areas. 

“For example, to help increase the sale 
value of local produce; to provide renewable 
energy which will reduce businesses’ running 
costs and tackle climate change; and to 
increase profits from tourism. 


“Funds will help develop new enterprises as 
well as providing major opportunities for 
businesses and communities to work togeth¬ 
er to invest in their future.” 

Funding will cover a wide range of activi¬ 
ties such as farm diversification, tourism 
activities, renewable energy projects and col¬ 
laborating to develop new products and serv¬ 
ices. 

To be eligible for funding, a business must 
lie within a local group area. The two Kent 
groups are Kent Downs and Marshes and 
West Kent.

French law can be a tricolour business 


IF YOU own a property in France it pays to 
do your homework on the local law. 

Otherwise you could end up paying unnec¬ 
essary tax or even having your assets distrib¬ 
uted other than as you intended when 
you die. 

Sarah Bogard, an associate and chartered 
tax advisor at Kent law firm Furley Page, 
says there are three key facts to bear in mind: 

• French law protects family members from 
being disinherited. 

• Since August 22, 2007, transfers of French 
assets between spouses on death are fully 
exempt from French inheritance tax. 

• Practically the whole value of French assets 
transferred to a step-child are caught by a 60 
per cent tax charge. 

An English will is valid to deal with French 
assets, but only if it complies with French 


succession rules, says the firm, which has 
offices in Canterbury, Chatham and Whit- 
stable. Take Adam and Beth, who own a 
French property. They have two adult chil¬ 
dren and their English wills leave everything 
to the survivor and then the children. 

On Adam’s death, French succession law 
will apply so that his share of the property is 
split equally between Beth and the children, 
or Beth can choose to take a ‘usufruit’, mean¬ 
ing that the children inherit subject to Beth’s 
right to use the property in her lifetime. 

Although there’s no French inheritance tax 
to pay because of available allowances cover¬ 
ing the property value, Beth was not expect¬ 
ing to share ownership with the children. 

If Adam and Beth had taken advice they 
could have side-stepped the children’s French 
statutory inheritance rights until Beth’s 


death. This could be achieved by buying the 
property with a ‘tontine’ provision (similar to 
the English joint tenancy but it can only be 
set up prior to completion of the purchase) by 
signing a French marriage contract specify¬ 
ing the property is to pass outright to the sur¬ 
vivor, or by buying through a French proper¬ 
ty-owning company. 

The position could be even worse when 
there are step-children. They have no inheri¬ 
tance rights to a step-parent’s estate, which 
makes it difficult to achieve equality between 
all children - and the 60 per cent tax rate 
can significantly reduce the step-child’s net 
inheritance. 

Also, a cohabitee doesn’t benefit from inher¬ 
itance rights and without looking at any 
planning opportunities, the 60 per cent tax 
rate will apply.

FOR many, buying a home abroad 
is the realisation of a dream or the 
path to a better quality of life, but 
it requires careful consideration 
before the dotted line is signed. 

Conti Overseas & UK Financial Services 
says one of the obvious priorities is how the 
property is going to be financed. 

There are generally two options - either 
raising capital on existing property holdings 
in the UK by means of an additional or new 
mortgage (providing there is sufficient equi¬ 
ty), or taking out a mortgage secured on the 
property abroad using an overseas lender. 


Releasing cash from the equity of a UK 
property could help secure the overseas prop¬ 
erty more quickly and the loan will usually be 
in sterling. However, this route may present 
some risks, especially if independent legal 
advice isn’t sought. 

The other option is to secure a mortgage 
against the property with a lender in your 
chosen country. In many cases, this means 
achieving a better interest rate than raising 
money on a property in the UK. 

However, the biggest advantage to choosing 
this route is that the lender, similar to lenders 
in the UK, will do its own checks on the prop¬ 
erty, ensuring that a proper legal title exists, 
that the property is registered in the buyer’s 


name and that a valuation of the property 
takes place. 

It will also check other issues such as 
whether proper planning permissions have 
been obtained or that building licences are 
correct. 

Taking out a mortgage with an overseas 
lender is also relatively straightforward, 
especially if you are use an overseas mort¬ 
gage specialist. 

It will have familiarity and understanding 
of the lenders and will know of any restric¬ 
tions and administration requirements, 
which can save the 
buyer a lot of time, 
cost and hassle. 


■ BUYING a property in 
France can be extremely 
challenging - but not if you use 
a French qualified property 
lawyer. 

Kingsfords Solicitors in Ash¬ 
ford has a dedicated French 
property department led by 
French qualified ‘avocat’ Marie- 
Antoinette Bassini. 

She said: “The house-buying 
process is very different in 
France and it is wise to instruct 
a French lawyer to guide you 
through the procedure and 
check the contracts before you 
sign.” 

The notaire is the main player 
in French property law and also 
in inheritance matters which 
have recently undergone 
reforms. Acting independently 
as a public officer of the French 
state, notaires are the only 
lawyers able to carry out con¬ 
veyancing. When a French prop¬ 


erty lawyer based in the UK is 
instructed, he or she will liaise 
with the estate agent, the devel¬ 
oper and the notaire, as neces¬ 
sary, to ensure the purchasers’ 
interests are represented and 
reflected in both the ‘compromis 
de vente’ and in the final deed of 
sale. 

For example, the lawyer will 
ensure that the contract con¬ 
tains the appropriate clauses to 
protect the buyers’ right to rede¬ 
velop or renovate the property 
and will inquire as to whether 
there are any developments 
planned that may affect the 
property. Choosing a bilingual 
French property lawyer in the 
UK to act on your behalf makes 
everything much easier and 
avoids costly mistakes. 

And should there be any prob¬ 
lems after purchase, they can 
provide expert advice and assis¬ 
tance to help resolve them.

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Fraud barometer rising 


MORTGAGE fraud is a growing 
problem as financial crime soars, 
according to figures which also 
show that nearly two-thirds of it is 
committed in the South East. 

KPMG Forensic’s ‘fraud barometer’ for the 
first six months of this year indicates that 
although there were slightly fewer fraud cases 
in the region, the amount of cash involved has 
shot up. 

There were 38 cases - compared with 42 in 
the same spell last year - but the total 
involved has rocketed by 30 per cent to more 
than £414 million against £319m. 

Across the UK the number of cases in the 
first half of this year has gone up to 128, com¬ 
pared with 91 cases in the previous spell, and 
the total amount involved reached £630m 
compared with £42 lm previously, with £350 
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million against the financial sector. 

KPMG warns that figures are likely to get 
worse as the full impact of the credit crunch 
unfolds. In fact, fraud against banks totalled 
more in six months than in any previous 
entire year of the 20-year history of its fraud 
barometer. 

However, there were nine cases of mortgage 
fraud worth more than £20m in the first half 
of this year, compared with just 10 cases at 


£3.7m for the whole of 2007. 

The Financial Services Authority recently 
warned of the need for the lending industry to 
step up defences against this type of fraud. 

Tim Scott-Smith, senior manager for KPMG 
Forensic in Kent said: “Professional gangs 
account for over two-thirds of fraud by value, 
ranging from investment stings to trading 
scams, card fraud and money laundering, but 
the fear is that we will not see the full fraud 
impact of the credit crunch for another six to 
12 months or more.” 

Inside jobs by individuals within companies 
were also widespread, but the biggest threat of 
fraud faced by most organisations comes from 


managers rather than employees, as they 
have seniority and trust and are in positions to 
influence or bypass systems and controls. 

For example, there was a gambling addict 
from Kent who over an 18-month period stole 
almost a million pounds from an Ashford logis¬ 
tics company where he was the UK general 
manager. 

He was dubbed Scorecast Man as he would 
go into betting shops with bags of cash wager¬ 
ing up to £10,000 a time on football matches. 

He was jailed for three years after a court 
heard how he often did win, but the amounts 
he repaid to his employer depended entirely 
on his gambling success.

ONE of Europe’s leading suppliers of main¬ 
tenance, repair and overhaul products 
claims manufacturers are failing to capi¬ 
talise on more than £10 billion of potential 
energy savings at their plants. 

Brammer, which has locations at Ayles- 
ford, Ashford and Crayford, said a survey 
found that although manufacturers are 
aware of the importance of making energy 
savings and many are carrying out plans, 
few are exploiting or are even aware of the 
full potential savings. 

Considerable energy savings from 
mechanical power transmission products 
such as motors, bearings and belts used 
throughout plants across Europe are being 
overlooked. 

The firm estimates that fitting more effi¬ 
cient motors and drives could mean energy 
savings of up to 15 per cent. That would 
save £5.85bn or 47.27 million tons of C02 
annually across the EU. 

Managing director Ian Ritchie said: 
“Increasing energy savings has three key 
outcomes: the reduced cost to the plant, the 
related increase in competitiveness of 
European manufacturing and, perhaps 
even more importantly for the long-term 
well-being of the planet, the reduced car¬ 
bon emissions from fuel consumption.”

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CHASING the highest-ever score 
in a Twenty20 final after Middle¬ 
sex hit 187, Kent Spitfires came 
within a whisker of clinching victo¬ 
ry, falling at the last hurdle to go 
down by an agonising three runs. 

Skipper Rob Key was disappointed the team 
couldn’t retain the trophy they won at Edgbas- 
ton last year, but thought his players gave it 
their all. 

He said: “The one thing we haven’t done is 
hide, generally we have fielded well and it is at 
times like that in big games when you find out 
the characters of players and I thought every¬ 
one stood up so it was good. 

Slogging 

“We probably let ourselves down a bit in the 
field. Yasir Arafat bowled fantastically, but I 
tried everything with Owais Shah and Tyron 
Henderson. 

“What a nightmare it is to set a field to that 
bloke [Henderson] just slogging every single 
ball. They got the better of our bowlers and 
some of our plans didn’t come ofij but credit to 
them with the way they played. 

“I should have known with Hendo from 
when he was with us. In a championship game 
we needed three overs to save the game and he 
went out to bat and got 30 not out and slogged 
it again so I should have known better, but it 


MOMENTS after losing the dramatic Twen- 
ty20 final at the Rose Bowl, Kent skipper 
Rob Key paid homage to Justin Kemp for his 
part in getting the team so close to retaining 
their trophy. 

The burly South African clubbed 49 off 38 
balls to help the Spitfires finish an agonising 
three runs short of victory.

Key was understandably disappointed to 
have suffered defeat by such a narrow margin, 
but praised Kemp for his attitude and per¬ 
formance in what was a pressure situation.

was his day today as he played brilliantly in 
the semi-final.” 

The Kent skipper praised opposite number 
Ed Joyce for holding his nerve at the end and 
admitted the Twenty20 format is a difficult 
discipline to captain a team in. 

After scoring a half century, the Spitfires 
captain was upset he didn’t go on and win the 
game for his team. 

He said: “That final was a great advert for 


Twenty20. It was a fantastic effort to have 
got that close. 

“It was pretty frustrating getting out for 
50-odd as the stage was set for me to play a 
serious Twenty20 innings and get us a 
great victory. 

“I always say it is not the blokes who go in 
and get a good ball for less than 10, it is those 
that get in and win or lose you the game. I was 
one of them that got in and got out.”

He’s not had a great time in Twenty20, espe¬ 
cially for a guy who is such a big name in this 
format, but I thought on the biggest game of 
the year he has stood up to the plate. 

“With big totals to chase you play without 
fear and think ‘I can do that to that spinner’ 
and basically you go out there and think ‘I am 
going to have a swing 5 and you find some new 
shots. Next time we will chase down a lot more 
targets.”

“Twenty20 is getting bigger and bigger and 
we have done it no harm,” he 
said.

Yes, it really was a game of cricket and 
not a mix of football and some ghastly 
Americanised sport. 

At times you were left pinching your¬ 
self as to whether you were watching a 
game of simply bat versus ball, so much 
was the hype and razzamatazz. 

But spare a thought for the thousands 
of fans that flocked to the Rose Bowl 
to watch their team, but perhaps more 
importantly, the Spitfire fans who appeared 
to be in every available pocket of nook and 
cranny around the ground. 

For many of those, who would have 
arrived at the Rose Bowl ahead of the 
first semi-final of the day between Kent 
and Essex at 11.30am, it was a heck of 
a long day. With the sun beating down 
on them and the mobile bars littered at 
the outskirts of the ground offering 
supporters a refreshing drink or two 
throughout the day, there was a mutter¬ 
ing that perhaps finals day could do with 
a little rethinking. 

Entertainment 

As Kent crashed to a dramatic three- 
run defeat to the very last ball of the 
day, the clock ticked slowly past 
10.05pm and still fans were to get out of 
the Rose Bowl in what is widely known 
to be a trifle difficult at the best of times. 

There is no question the entertainment 
during the day was of the highest 
nature, but packing all three games into 
one day could, and perhaps should, be 
looked at by the powers that be. 

Although there is clearly a market for 
Twenty20 cricket, not just in this coun¬ 
try but across the world with the cre¬ 
ation of the two multi-million pound 
Indian leagues and the Stanford Super 
Series, but surely it should be about 
quality rather than quantity? 

It would make sense surely to play the 
two semi-finals on one day, finishing at 
a more respectable time of about 7pm, 
and then have a ‘grand final’ as it’s put, 
on another day. 

With the English Premier League, 
another Twenty20 format, due to 
start in 2010, the domestic 
game will be awash with 
what used to be known as 
‘hit and giggle’ cricket. 
But, even the harshest 
Twenty20 critics, yours truly 
being one of them, could see 
the skill levels on display at finals 
day was one to be applauded rather 
than frowned upon. 

Cross-batted shots, sweeps, paddles 
and reverse hits were all on show and 
used effectively, but it was the opening 
stand between Rob Key and Joe Denly 
that impressed the most. They proved, 
with their elegant drives, cuts and cute 
deflections, that runs can be accumu¬ 
lated while playing proper cricket 
shots and it doesn’t have to be all 
about who can hit it the hardest and 
furthest. 

Twenty20 cricket will continue to 
thrive while the crowds continue to 
pour in for their quick fix of runs, 
wickets, catches and run outs. 
Let’s hope some of these fans 
continue to stay with a club like 
Kent, who rely almost entirely on 
the support of their members.

Achievements: 2006 Commonwealth

THE 25-year-old began her career at Ashford 
Athletics Club under the guidance of coach 
Stella Bandu and was clocked as the fastest 
under-17 in the country in 1999. Now coached 
by George Gandy, she burst on to the athlet¬ 
ics scene in 2006, winning at the Common¬ 
wealth Games in Melbourne, but a stress 
fracture ruled her out of the outdoor season. 

The Ashford-bom athlete has had a suc¬ 
cessful season this year ahead of her first 
Olympic Games, running a personal best in 
the 1500m of 4min:8.88secs. She also won 
the UK Indoor 3,000m in February. 

Last week, Dobriskey won the 1500m at 
the London Grand Prix, clocking a time of 
4m:8.97secs. She aims to make the final in 
Beijing and is an outside shot for a medal.

Achievements: Broke the British women’s 
record for the 100m this month, fourth in the 
4x100m for Great Britain in the 2007 World 
Athletics Championships, under-23 AAA 
National 100m champion 2006 
AFTER a serious hamstring injury forced 
her to give up a promising high-jumping 
career when she was just 14, Douglas turned 
her attention to the track. 

The Blackheath & Bromley Athletics Club 
athlete has worked her way back to become one 
of the country’s best up-and-coming sprinters. 

Douglas became U17 national champion in 
the 100m and 200m in 2002. 

Coached by Ayo Falola, she turned profes¬ 
sional last year and came fourth in 
the 4x100m relay and seventh in the 200m 
at the World Athletic Championships in 
Osaka, Japan. 

Secured her place in both the 100m and 
relay teams for Beijing after finishing second 
in the Great Britain trials earlier this month. 

Just days after the trials in Birmingham, 
Douglas set a British women’s 100m 
record of 11.05 seconds, breaking the pre¬ 
vious record held by Kathy Cook for 27 years.

Event: Cycling (Team sprint) competition 
begins on August 15. 

Achievements: World BMX Champion 
1996, World Team Sprint Champion 2002 
and 2005, Keirin World Champion 2004 
ONE of the veterans in the Great Britain 
cycling squad and still looking for his first 
Olympic medal. The cyclist, from Ashford, 
switched to track cycling at the end of 2001 
after being highly successful in America com¬ 
peting in the BMX Championships. 

He qualified for the Great Britain cycling 
team at the first attempt and has represent¬ 
ed his country in the 2002 and 2006 Com¬ 
monwealth Games, winning two silver and 
two bronze medals. 

A relatively successful season has seen 
Staff win silver as one third of the GB Team 
Sprint squad at the World Track Cycling 
Championships at Manchester in March, at 
which Staff set a new personal best lap time 
of 17.2 seconds. 

The GB team go into the Team Sprint com¬ 
petition as one of the favourites for the gold.

Event: Women’s hockey, starts August 10

Achievements: More than 200 international 
caps, played at Sydney Olympics in 2000, 
three medals at Commonwealth Games (two 
silver, one bronze), three bronze medals at 
EuroHockey Nations Championship, three 
World Cup appearances 
WITH a ghttering 12-year international career, 
Clewlow is the most experienced player in 
Britain’s squad. She is one of only five players 
in the women’s side to have Olympic experi¬ 
ence, after playing at Sydney eight years ago. 

The defender has spent her entire club 
career playing for Canterbury and last sea¬ 
son took up a coaching role alongside her 
playing duties. 

Clewlow’s top-level experience makes her a 
key player for coach Danny Kerry and she is 
likely to be one of the first names on the team 
sheet. At 32, it could be her last chance to make 
an impact at an Olympic Games, 
although she has not ruled out try¬ 
ing to the London 2012 team. 
Britain’s women have never 
won an Olympic hockey medal 


but after beating Germany, Argentina and 
the Netherlands in warm-up matches, they- 
could be the dark horses.

Achievements: Highly-rated youngster with 
successful youth background including an 
appearance at the Junior World Cup.

EuroHockey Nations Championships 
YOUNGEST player in Britain’s men’s squad 
but no rookie, having made his international 
debut for England two years ago against the 
Netherlands. 

Played in the side which finished seventh in 
the EuroHockey Nations Championships in 
Manchester in 2007, his displays helped him 
get called up to the GB team, where he made 
his bow against the Netherlands last year. 

Jackson was also involved in the team 
which qualified for the Olympics by taking 
one of the last spots in Chile back in March. 

Britain memorably won gold in Seoul 20 
years ago, but the odds are against a repeat. 
While they will expect to beat Canada and 
South Africa, Britain must also face world 
number one team Australia. Their fate is 
likely to be decided by the first two matches 
against Pakistan and the Netherlands.

Mid-season break 
would put an end 
to the pre-season 
blues, says Stimmo 


A WINTER break in the football season would 


H ARRY Potter sat with us in 
the changing rooms at the 
Rose Bowl after we had 
failed by such a narrow 
margin to defend our Twenty20 
Cup crown, but sadly Justin Kemp 
and Azhar Mahmood couldn’t quite 
find enough wizardry with the bat 
at the death to haul us over the line. 

To have Harry, alias actor Daniel Radcliffe, 
commiserating and chatting with us after¬ 
wards was a surreal kind of experience, 
actually, but at least it helped us to take our 
minds slightly off the massive disappoint¬ 
ment of the three-run defeat to Middlesex in 
what was an incredible final to play in. 

Lots of people have rightly said since 
what a wonderful game of cricket it was, 
and how well both us and Middlesex 
played, but it is still difficult for me and the 
rest of the Kent players to accept that we 
lost after getting so close. 

Three runs to win off the last two balls, 
after Kempy and Azhar’s heroics in the pre¬ 
vious overs, and suddenly we were slight 
favourites. But Tyron Henderson then came 
up with two excellent yorkers, which Kempy 
couldn’t hit, and that was that. 

From a personal point of view, it was nice 
to get runs in the final and Joe Denly also 
did himself a lot more good on the big stage. 

What he has done this summer in so 
many high-profile matches, especially for a 
22-year old in only his second season, is 
remarkable. Kemp also rose to the big 
occasion with his 49 and, after we 
had lost a big toss and been con¬ 
demned to batting second, I 
thought we put in a tremendous 
team performance. 


benefit everyone in England, from the nation¬ 
al team down to lower levels, according to 
Gillingham manager Mark Stimson. 

The Priestfield boss believes a mid-season 
break would help keep players fresher. Stim¬ 
son is also keen on the idea because it would 
reduce the need to play so many matches in 
pre-season, which he finds problematic. 

He said: “I want to win every game, I hate 
losing even if they are pre-season games 
because I don’t get much of a buzz out of it -1 
get a headache if anything. 

“I just wish whoever is at the top of football 
would get together and have a mid-season 
break because then your pre-season becomes a 
lot shorter, the national team would then be 
able to compete better in World Cups and 
Euros because our players wouldn’t be 
fatigued.” 

Gills finished their nine pre-season fixtures 
away to Thurrock yesterday. 

The matches are a notoriously bad indicator 
of how a side will perform once the season 
begins. Teams often perform well in pre-sea- 
son matches and then struggle when the 
league games start, and vice versa. 

Stimson believes one of the problems is 
without anything riding on the outcome of the 
matches, the players are not motivated in the 
same way as a league match. 

He said: ‘We have to play six or seven games 
to give people the opportunity to show they are 
good, but I can tell certain players are not 
going to do certain things in pre-season games. 

“As much as you try and tell them, they’re 
not going to because they don’t want to get 
injured and miss out in the first game in the 
league. I’ve been a player myself and I’ve done 
it, it’s not always 100 per cent correct but I 
know where they are coming from.” 

The majority of UEFA’s members use a 
winter break, including the finalists of the last 
four European Championships. 

Several of the game’s highest-profile man¬ 
agers have advocated the break for many 
years, including Sir Alex Ferguson, Arsene 
Wenger and Sven Goran Eriksson. 

The plan has proved unworkable in the past 
without extending the season past its current 
boundaries due to the high number of match¬ 
es clubs have to play.

The Kent athlete, who is Commonwealth champi¬ 
on, goes to Beijing to compete in the 1500 metres in 
an event Kelly Holmes won gold in 2004. 

Dobriskey, 25, from Ashford, leaves tomorrow for 
the Olympic training camp in Macau still pinching 
herself that she is to compete on sport’s biggest 
stage. 

She said: “It is all starting to sink in now that I 
will be competing in the Olympics. I have just 
received all the kit which is amazing, but I am not 
quite sure how I am going to pack it all. I just can’t 
wait to get on the plane and get there now. 

“I am just really excited about how I am going to 
be part of one of the biggest sporting occasions. I 
have dreamt about competing in the Olympics ever 
since I was a 10-year-old girl.” 

Excitement 

Dobriskey has been in good form this year, after 
racing in 3,000 metre events to get over an Achilles 
injury before she won qualification at the Olympic 
trials last month, as well as a triumph at the 
London Grand Prix at Crystal Palace last week. 

While she admits she is excited by the prospect of 
rubbing shoulders with the world’s greatest ath¬ 
letes, Dobriskey is focused on producing her best 
when it matters most. 

She said: “I just want to do well with my perform¬ 
ances in all the rounds. I am going to try and get 
the most out of the experience and make sure I 
keep my feet on the ground and not get over¬ 
whelmed by the whole occasion. 

“Realistically, I hope I can get to the final and per¬ 
form to my potential in all the rounds of the compe¬ 


tition. I would love to get to the final and 
would be ever so pleased to get there and 
race against the best in the world and have 
the chance to get a medal.” 

While millions will tune in to the opening 
ceremony in Beijing on Friday, August 8, 
Dobriskey will be training hard to ensure 
she is in the best condition ahead of her 
first race on August 19. 

She said: “Unfortunately I will not be at 
the opening ceremony, which is a little bit 
of a shame, because most of the track and 
field athletes will be back at the holding 
camp in Macau. I will have to watch it on 
television but I am sure it will be a fantastic 
experience for the rest of the Great Britain team.” 

Dobriskey is aware she is not one of the 
favourites for her event, but the magic of 
the Olympics has served up a num¬ 
ber of shock medallists in the past, 
including Sally Gunnell in 1992 
and Darren Campbell in 2000. 

She said: “Some athletes go j - 
into the competition with all 
the hype and fail to deliver. I 
just concentrate on myself, 
my running and not worry 
about anyone else. 

“It is such a big event it 
will be amazing to race in 
the stadium in front of so 
many spectators. The experi¬ 
ence will be excellent for me 
to progress my career.”
